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where a great deal of Skill was required, 
or to that Effet : That accordingly he 
went to the faid Coffee-houſe, which is 
near St, Dunſtans Church, and at the 
Door of the ſaid Coffee-houſe met a Man, 
middle-ſized, having on a light tyed ſhort 
Wig, a browniſh Coat with cloſeSleeves, a 
thin faced middle aged Man, who asked 
the Deponent if he was not Mr. It. Andre? 
To which the Deponent anſwering, he 
was, the ſaid Man ſaid, the Deponent only 
could reſolve him in à Caſe, and it was 
but hard by, and deſired the Deponent to 
go along with him. Accordingly they 


went into a Coach which had brought the 


Deponent, and the Coachman, by the 
ſaid Man's Direction, carried them a little 
below the Hercules s- Pillars, where they 


alighted, and the ſaid Man led the Depo- 


nent a little lower; they then turned down 
on the Right Hand by an Oyl-Shop into a 
narrow Paſſage into a Street that leads 
towards the Water-ſ{ide, there they turned 
to the Left-Hand, and walked in that 
Street about Two Hundred Steps, and 
turned on the Left into a Court or Allcy, 
and then on the Right-Hand into another 
Court ; as the Deponent beſt remembers, it 
being at that Time paſt Seven at Night, 
and dark. In this laſt mentioned Court, 
the ſaid Man carried the Deponent to the 
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third or fourth Houſe, as he believes, on 
the Left-Hand; the Houſe had a mean Ap- 
pearance, the Stair-Caſe was very (trait, 
and reached near to the Door of the 
Houſe. Being got up one Pair of Stairs, 
the ſaid Man carried the Deponent into a 
Room where a Woman was ſitting, and 
asked him to fit down, and went out, 
fying he would wait upon him ina 
Minute, and accordingly ſoon returned, 
having in his Hand a Plate, and on it three 
Glaſſes of Liquor, of which he gave one 
to the ſaid Woman, took another him- 
kif, and offered the third upon the Plate 
to the Deponent, who would have excuſed 


himſelf from drinking it, but the ſaid Man 


told the Deponent, he hoped he would 
not affront him, or Words to that Effect. 
Then the Deponent took the ſaid Glafs, 


but finding the Liquor very ſtrong and ill 


taſted, he drank but very little of it. 


Then they talked of the Caſe; the ſaid 


Man told the Deponent, that the ſaid 
Woman had the Foul Diſcaſe, -and upon 
Examination the Deponent declared him- 
ſelf to be of that Opinion, but the ſaid 
Woman dcnicd it; upon which the De- 
ponent replied, he had no more to ſay, 
or lomething to that Purpoſe, and the ſaid 
Man gave the Deponent a Fee, and then 
the Deponent came home.

Death, that his Noſtrils were pinched, 
and ſoon after the Deponent began to find 


he found himſelf ill, as ſhe ſaid: That 
he has ever ſince continued very ill, and 
by what he is able to judge himſelf, by 
the Symptoms he has felt, as well as by 


who have viſited him, he muſt have taken

nent having been for ſome time before the 
above-mentioned Accident in perfect good 
Heaith, unleſs that the great Fatigue in his 
Calling and Profeſſion occaſioned ſome 
times feveriſh Diſorders. This Deponent 
further ſaith, that to the beſt of his Know- 
ledge and Remembrance, he never took 
any Mercurial Medicine or Preparation of 
any kind whatſoever for above theſe eight 
Years laſt pal.

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HE Reaſon that obliges me to 
publiſh my Caſe, is, that while

the 23d of February, I was ſo very ill, 
that I could not. ſatisfy the Phyſicians, 
who had the Goodneſs to attend me, as 
to ſeveral Particulars, which are as fol- 
low : 


Saturday the 6th of February, about ig pay ot 
eight in the Evening, I felt the firſt Ef- the Diſ- 
fects of the Poiſon a had taken a little *© 


before) which were a giddineſs and uncom- 
mon Coldneſs, with Hiccoughs, Pains, 
and Contractions in the Region of the 
Stomach, followed with a preſſing Incli- 
nation to Vomit, and not ſuſpecting the 
true Cauſe, going to Bed, I was indu- 
ced to take a Julep, compoled of a Srra- 
ple of Spirit of Lavendar, four Drachms 
of Syrup of white Poppies, with two 
Ounces of Barley Cinnamon Water. The 
Inclination to Vomit growing more ſtrong, 
I ſoon threw up the Julep, with a great 
Quantity of black and greeniſh Matter, 
and perceiv'd a deteſtable Taſte of Cop- 
per in my Throat and Mouth, with a 
burning intenſe Heat, which ſoon raiſed 
three large Bliſters on my Tongue; my

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| Vomiting continued all Night, with the 
| greateſt Violence, and continued with- 


out the leaſt Intermiſſion, till two the 
| next Day, being Sunday the 7th, inſo- 
t much that at Times it depriv'd me of 
my Senſes, being frequently ſeiz'd- with 
an univerſal Coldneſs, and violent Con- 
traction of the Muſcles, of the Belly, 
Thighs, Legs, and Feet,

and Dilatation of ſeveral of the Hemor- 
rhoidall Veſſels, attended with a Provi- 
dentia ; thoſe Accidents were accompanied 
with the return of the Vomiting, which 
laſted from Nine in the Morning till Two 
of the ſame Day; after which, my Tongue 
and Throat grew black, more ſwell'd 
and Painful : I was ſeiz'd with univerſal, 
acute and burning Pains in every Joint, 
but more tormenting in the Spine of the 
Back than in the lower Parts, which be- 
gan to {well from the Belly downwards, 
cpecially the Scrotum, the Feet only be- 
ing Ordematous. Of a ſudden I was op- 
relle with a great Shortneſs of Breath, 
which laſted till the Evening, then the 
Diſtinctneſs of my Sight began to fail 
me Objects appeared double and encir- 
ced with a deep green Colour; at o- 
ther Times, they appeared inverted, dark 
and confuſed, In the Middle of the 
Night between the Sth and 9th, I yoid- 
ed with the greateſt Torture ſome very 
dark Urine. I was ſo much exhauſted 
after it, chat I fainted away, and.notwith- 
landing the Uſe of the ſtrongeſt Volatiles, 
t was above three Hours before I could be 
rcover'd. From that Time I remained more 
weak and faint, with univerſal convulſiye 
Tremblings and Spaſms, and a ſtrong 
{alpitation of the Heart, The moſt cruel
